PLAGUE. 

Turkey. — By resolution of the International Sanitary Council at 
Constantinople the following measures were adopted against arrivals 
from the Bast Indies and Beloochistan : 

1. Importation of all animal products, such as skins and furs, pelts, feet, claws, 
hams, hones, etc., is prohibited. 

2. The provisions of order of October 22, 1892, with regard to vessels arriving from
